It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  greet  you  again  at  the 
opening  of  another  year.  This  time  our  pleasure 
is  coupled  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction  and  hap- 
piness since  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  en- 
rollments in  all  our  departments  are  better  than 
we  had  anticipated.  The  rumors  of  the  Spring 
and  Summer  have  passed  and  we  find  ourselves 
with  a  larger  student  body  than  ever.  Elsewhere 
in  this  issue,  your  Alumni  Secretary  will  have 
the  detailed  figures  for  you.  together  with  the 
more  recent  additions  to  our  several  faculties. 

A  year  ago  we  located  our  downtown  center 
for  the  Alumni.  Everyone  realized  that  it  was 
an  experiment.  Your  Executive  Committee  is  not 
satisfied  that  the  results  warrant  retaining  this 
downtown  center  much  longer.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  new  Board  bite  this  Summer,  we  had  gone 
over  together  the  reports  of  the  activities  at  the 
downtown  center  and  I  believe  it  is  the  general 
feeling  that  it  woud  be  much  wiser  to  return  the 
Office  of  the  Alumni  Secretary  to  the  Heights. 
(With  this  in  mind,  I  have  considered  the  possibil- 
ity of  remodeling  the  old  mansion  which  stands 
beside  the  Philomatheia  Club  House.  Sketches 
have  been  prepared  and  estimates  gathered. 
These  I  presented  to  your  Executive  Board  and 
I  am  now  awaiting  their  decision.  For  myself 
I  would  like  to  see  the  Alumni  Center  at  this 
location,  where  under  one  roof  the  Alumni  ac- 


tivities and  many  undergraduate  activities  would 
bring  together  all  B.  C.  men.  We  shall  be  pre- 
pared to  go  ahead  with  this  as  our  objective  for 
the  year  if  we  can  be  assured  of  your  interest, 
an  active  interest  Which  will  assist  in  defraying 
expenses.  I  am  informed  that  several  classes 
and  a  few  regional  clubs  do  manifest  interest  in 
this  proposal,  but  to  date  your  executive  officers 
are  not  satisfied  that  they  can  rely  on  the  support 
of  all. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  those  of  you  who  have  not 
already  done  so  will  find  an  opportunity  soon  to 
visit  our  new  Parish  Church.  The  Church  of  St. 
Ignatius  of  Loyola  was  formally  opened  on  July 
31  and  will  serve  as  a  religious  center  for  most 
of  our  undergraduate  activities.  The  Bed  Mass, 
to  open  the  judicial  year,  will  be  held  this  year 
in  the  new  Church. 

Let  me  say  again  a  sincere  word  of  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  your  Board  who  served  so 
faithfully  and  generously  last  year.  I  have  every 
confidence  that  the  new  officers  will  follow  in 
their  footsteps,  and  I  can  only  hope  that  the 
efforts  of  the  new  Board  will  meet  the  full  sup- 
port of  all  the  members  of  the  Association.  Much 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  last  few  years,  but 
there  is  still  a  great  deal  to  be  done,  if  we  are  to 
make  our  college  what  we  all  want  it  to  be.

LARGE   ENROLLMENT  AT   HEIGHTS 


With  the  beginning  of  the  87th  scholastic  year 
this  month  4822  students  began  classes  at  the 
Heights.  Showing  no  indication  of  enrollment 
figures  falling  off  700  entered  the  Freshman 
Class  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  while 
350  entered  the  Business  School.  Only  13%  are 
World  War  II  Veterans.  In  contrast  to  the  older 
students  of  recent  years  70%.  of  the  freshmen 
are  less  than  20  years  of  age.  As  for  dormitory 
students,  170  live  on  the  campus. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  different  schools 
is  about  7000.  The  breakdown  is  as  follows: 
College  (Arts  &  Sciences)  3268;  Business 
School,  1554 ;  Graduate,  600 ;  Law,  622 ;  Intown, 
500;  Social  Work,  80;  Nursing,  400.

The    backfield 

squad  is  21  strong,  and  if  a  bruising  type  full- 

|  back  can  be  found  among  them,  the  Heightsinen 

should  do  well,  indeed. 

Bob  Palladino,  leading  ground  gainer  in  1948, 
with  an  average  of  6.1  a  carry,  should  have  a 
good  year.  So  should  Poissant,  who  ran  347 
yards  with  an  average  of  3.8.  Diminick  has  made 
his  mark  among  Eagle  backs,  and  Al  Cannava, 
Clasby,  Songin,  Farrell,  Boverini,  and  Hughes 
have  been  Eagle  stalwarts  so  long  that  they  are 
part  and  parcel  of  any  Boston  College  offense. 

We  must  not  expect  the  impossible.  Never  be- 
fore has  an  eleven  in  these  parts  scheduled  four 
opponets  that  figured  in  four  Bowl  games  the 
previous  New  Year's  Day,  and  Oklahoma  (chosen 
as  the  No.  1  team  in  the  country  by  Grantland 
Rice),  Wake  Forest,  Villanova,  and  Clemson 
appeared  in  post-season  games  and  had  a  .750 
average.  Yet  the  Eagles  will  do  well  against 
this  stern  competition  that  has  not  one  breather 
among  the  whole  nine  games.  Mighty  Peim  State 
is  being  met  for  the  first  time;  Mississippi  is 
making  its  first  trip  north;  an  improved 
Georgetown  team  is  returning;  Fordham,  for 
the  first  time  since  the  war  really  Big  Time,  re- 
turns to  the  card;   and   Holy   Cross,   with  its 
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plethora  of  sophomore  stars,  may  well  be  the 
Sleeping  Giant  of  the  East.  However,  the  B.  C. 
squad  includes  29  lettermen  from  1948,  and  the 
1918  club  was  good.  Only  six  men  from  that 
squad  have  graduated,  and  their  places  will  be 
taken  by  promising  sophomores.  Mike  Holovak 
will  surely  help  out  as  coach,  and  Herb  Kopf, 
Moody  Sarno,  and  Lefty  Flynn  are  excellent 
aids  to  Myers. 

OTHER  SPORTS 

Fred  Maguire's  team  was  one  of  the  best  to 
represent  B.  C.  in  recent  years,  and  the  success- 
ful season  was  climaxed  by  an  invitation  to  take 
part  in  the  round  robin  to  select  the  Eastern 
nine  to  take  part  in  the  National  championships. 
B.  C.  did  not  place,  being  eliminated  by  St. 
John's  of  Brooklyn,  but  that  loss  in  no  way 
dimmed  a  great  record  that  included  three  wins 
over  Holy  Cross,  a  series  swept  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years.  Only  Rhode  Island  State 
was  able  to  have  the  edge  on  Boston.  Nineteen 
victories  in  twenty-one  games  gave  the  Maguire 
men  one  of  the  best  averages  ever  posted  by  a 
college  baseball  team. 

Track  was  not  too  successful,  yet  the  Eagles 
had  their  days,  too,  especially  that  one  on  which 
they  defeated  the  runners  from  Holy  Cross  for 
the  first  time  in  several  years.  Bill  Morro  was 
high  man  of  the  meet  that  found  the  Eagles 
winning,  73-62,  mainly  through  dominance  of 
the  field  events.  In  golf,  Kinehla,  Ernst,  Meehan, 
Coakley,  and  Moman  were  but  a  few  of  the 
splendid  golfers  who  led  the  team  not  only  to 
a  New  England  Conference  Championship  but 
into  the  National  Championships  as  well.  Yacht- 
ing, too,  found  the  Eagles  soaring. .  .sports  are 
a  far  cry  from  our  own  day  at  the  Heights  when 
we  knew  neither  yachting  nor  golf  —  nor  the 
Outing  Club  either.

also  the  construction  of  two  outdoor  handball 
courts. 

The  students  who  enjoy  intramurals  have  the 
Eev.  James  Ring,  S.J.  to  thank,  for  he  began  the 
program  in  194647.  The  next  year,  with  Bill 
Flynn,  '39,  present  varsity  end  coach  as  Assistant 
Director,  intramurals  grew  apace.  Last  year  Fr. 
Ring,  aided  by  Malcolm  McLoud,  '28,  as  Assist- 
ant Director,  and  Thomas  Brennan,  '49,  and 
Wilfred  DeRosa,  '49,  as  graduate  assistants,  saw 
the  percentage  of  student  participation  in  intra- 
murals at  B.  C.  rise  to  a  figure  surpassing  that 
of  colleges  which  have  programs  twenty  years 
old  and  providing  three  times  the  number  of 
sports  offered  at  B.  O. 

How  does  it  all  work  ?  Since  the  present  school 
week  at  the  College  has  35  class  periods,  natur- 
ally the  students  have  a  number  of  those  periods 
free.  The  college  authorities  feel  that  a  program 
which  will  provide  the  student,  in  some  of  those 
free  periods,  with  the  chance  to  have  some  fun, 
get  some  exercise,  and  come  to  know  more  of  his 
fellows  than  is  possible  through  the  classroom 
alone,  is  worth  while.  So,  section  teams  or  in- 
dividuals who  wish  to  participate  have  schedules 
arranged  for  them  in  the  various  sports  for  cer- 
tain periods  of  the  day.  Each  season  ends  with 
playoffs  and  prizes  are  awarded  the  champions. 

As  much  of  Alumni  Field  as  possible  is  used 
for  simultaneous  touch  football  or  softball 
games ;  there  are  two  volleyball  courts  just  out- 
side the  New  Auditorium  Building;  and  the 
building  itself  is  crowded  with  basketball  players 
and  boxers.  The  College  provides  equipment  for 
these  sports  and  has  installed  a  separate  shower 
and  locker  room  for  intramurals  in  the  Audi 
torium  Building.  And  the  coming  year  will  see 
further  expansion  with  added  sports  and  the 
newly  built  handball  courts. 


FORMER   EA6LES   DIE 

"Punt  formation !  Fitzy  back !"  Never  will  the 
middle-aged  sons  of  Boston  College  forget  the 
crisp,  staccato  cry  of  the  sterling  Phil  Corrigan, 
Cavanaugh's  great  quarterback,  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  athletes  ever  to  appear  in  the  East. 
Phil  Corrigan  passed  away  in  July.  Corrigan, 
one  of  the  four  Boston  College  four-letter  men  of 
all  time  (Luke  Urban,  Jimmy  Fitzpatrick,  and 
Owen  Murphy  were  the  other  three),  won  his 
letter  in  football,  track  (he  was  N.  E.  300  yard 
champion),  baseball,  and  hockey;  and  Corrigan 
was  superlative  in  all  foil  rsports.  Quarterback 
on  two  of  the  top  teams  in  Eagle  history  — East- 
en  Service  Champions  in  1918  and  Eastern  Col 
legiate  Champions  in  1920  —  Corrigan  has  left 
a  record  that  places  him  among  the  greatest 
half-dozen  Eagle  quarterbacks.  As  a  passer  and 
punter  he  ranked  with  Fitzpatrick,  as  a  field 
general  and  ball  carrier  he  was  unsurpassed. 
Were  Corrigan  alive  and  twenty  he  could  today 
step  into  the  quarterback's  slot  at  University 
Heights. 

Nor  will  we  forget  Jim  Morrissey  either,  who 
died  the  day  after  his  teammate  Corrigan.  Jim 
was  a  plugging  football  player  of  the  squads  of 
Brickley  aud  Cavanaugh,  a  member  of  the  most 
famous  athletic  family  ever  to  enroll  at  B.  C. ; 
for  he,  Frank,  Len,  Arthur  and  Bill  were  all 
hockey  lettermen,  aud  football  and  baseball 
players  to  boot.  B.  C.  athletics  owes  a  deft  of 
gratitude  to  the  Morrisseys;  their  loyalty  to 
Alma  Mater  is  unquestioned,  and  their  work  on 
the  gridiron,  ice,  and  diamond  brought  renown 
to  the  Maroon  and  Gold.  We  of  the  generation 
of  Corrigan  and  Morrissey  honor  the  memories 
of  these  two  men,  who  helped  our  then  small 
college  in  its  struggles  to  attain  the  top-most 
round  of  athletic  success.
